and brought forth inws, Tee ſometimes our Compa- 
ions, Guides, and familtars, with whom we have had 
moſt ſweet conſultations are now become our profeſſed 
Adver ſaries, becauſe wee thinke the flatute-Congre. 
gations in Englandto be no true Ehriftian-Churches, 
becauſe wee hane ſevered owr ſelves from them, and be- 
cauſe without their leave or licence that are in civill 
Authority, wee have ſecretly framed our onne Church- 
es according to the plat forme of the word of God. For, 
of that point betweene you and w,there is no" contro- 
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werſie. Alas! what would you havew to dee? At ſuch 
time 4s yee were content to accept us inthe number of 
your owne, your teachings wee heard, wee read your 
writings: aud though wee would, yet ablewee are not 
to forget with what zeale yee ever have profeſt', that 
in the Engliſh Congegations ( for ſo many of them as 
bee ordered according unto their owne Lawes ) the 
very publique ſerviceof Goa us fraught , as touch. 
ing matter, with heaps of intolerable pollutions, and as 
concerning forme, borrowed from the ſhop of Anti- 
chrift; hatefull both waies inthe eyes of the moF holy: 
the kind of their Government by Biſhops and Arch- 
Biſhops Antichriſtian, that Diſcipline which Chriſt 
hath eſſentially tyed, that is to (ay, ſo united unto his 
Church that wee cannot account it reallyto be his 
Church, which hath not init the fame Diſcipline, that 
very Diſcipline,noleſſe there deſpiſed,then in the high. pres. againt 
eft Throne of Antichriſty all ſuch parts of the word of Dotter Ba- 
God, as doeany way concerne that Diſcipline,no leſſe "** 
4-nſoundly taught and interpreted by all authorized 
Engliſh Paſtors,th? by Antichriſts fattors themſelves, 
at Baptiſme Crofding, at thc lords ſupper kneeling, at 
both, a number of other the moſt notorious badges of 
Antichriſtian recogniſance vſuall. Being moved 
with theſe,and the like yoar effectuall diſtourſes where. 
unto wee gave moſt attentive eare,till they entredeven 
into our ſoules, and were as fire withinour boſames, wee 
thought wee might hereof bee boldto conclude, that 
(ith no ſuch Antichriſtian Synagogue may bee arcomp- 
tedatrue Church of Chriſt, yee by accuſing all Con. 
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gregations ordered according tothe Lawes of England, 
« Antichriſtian, did meane to condemne thoſe congre. 
gations, as not being any of them worthy the true name 
of a ChriſtianChurch; Yee tell us now, it # not your 
meaning, But what meant your often threatnings of 
them, who profeſſing themſelves the inhabitants 0 

Mouat Sion, were too loath ts depart wholy, as they 
ſhould, out of Babilon;Whereat our hearts being fear- 
fully troubled,wee durſt not wee durit not continue lon. 
ger ſo neere her confines, leait her plagues might ſud- 
denly overtake us, before wee did ceaſeto bee partak- 
ers with her ſinnes: forſo wee could not chuſe but ace 
knowledge with greife that wee were, when they doing 
evill,wee,by our preſencein their Aſiemblies,ſeemed to 
like thereof,or, at leaſtwiſe not ſo earneſtly to diſlike as 
became men heartily Jealous of Gods glory, For,ad- 
venturing to ered? the Diſcipline of Chriſt, without 
the leave of the Chriſtian Magiſtrate, happily Yee 
may condemne us as fooles,inthat wee hazarathereb 

our eitates and perſons, further then you ( which are 
that way more wiſe )thinke neceſſary : but of any of = 
fence or ſinne therein Comitted againſt God, with what 
Conſcience can you accuſe us, when your owne poſiti- 
07s are, that the things wee obſerve, ſhould every of 
them bee dearer untous then 10000 lives? that the 

are the peremptory Commanaements of Goa that no 
mortall man cas diſpence with them, that the Magi. 
ſtrate greivoully ſinneth, in conftraining thereuntoz

evenimmediatly from God himſelfe,without dependen.

ing,yce ſecke vrterly to extirpateas weeds; and have 
grounded your Platforme on ſuch propoſitions, as 
doe ina ſorte undermine thoſe moſt renowned habi- 
tations, where through the goodneſle of Almighty 
God,all cotmmendable Arts and Sciencics are with 
exceeding greatinduſtry hitherto ( and ſo may they 
forever continue ) ſtudied, proceeded tn, and pro- 
feſt. Tocharge youaspurpoſely bent to the over- 
throw of that wherein ſo many of you have attained 
no ſmall perfeQion, were injurious; only therefore Þ 
wiſhthat yourſelves did wel confider how oppoſite 
certaine your poſitions areunto the ſtate of Coleg7. 
ate Sacieties, whereinthe two Yniverſities conſilt. 
Thoſe degrees which their Statutes binde themto 
take,are by your lawes taken awayzyour ſelves who
